It is now known that the plan to elect 
Governor Bushnell or Mr. Kurtz to the 
senatorship was developed immediately 
after the appointment of Mr. Hanna on 
Mardi 4, and that before the month of 
March had ended, pledges in behalf of 
Governor Bushnell were obtained in 
! v:irious parts of the state from men 
ambitions to become members of the 
legislature. 
“The managers who outlined this plan 
knew who would be likely to be candi­ 
dates for the nominations and in cases 
where it was possible to make combina­ 
tions with them did so, rapiiring the 
candidates, in return for their support 
for the nomination, to pledge themselves 
to vote for Governor Bushnell for the 
senate. It is known that in a number 
of oases agreements of this kind were 
made in March and April, long prior to 
the meeting of the state and county con­ 
ventions, which when held declared 
unanimously for Senator Hanna. That 
the existence of these pledges thus be­ 
came a matter of temporary embarrass­ 
ment to the men who had made them 
without the knowledge that the conven­ 
tions would declare for any individual 
goes without saying, but that their first 
duty after accepting a nomination and 
election under these circumstances was 
to withdraw their pledges made before 
these new conditions are equally ap­ 
parent. 
“Those pledges were made upon the 
supposition that the election of senator 
would follow the usual course and that 
each member would be entirely free to 
vote for such individual candidate as 
his judgment might dictate. When it 
developed later, however, that both tho 
state and county conventions declared 
unequivocally for a single individual, 
the men accepting nominations under 
those conditions were placed in an en­ 
tirely new position. Their first duty as 
Republicans was to obey the mandate of 
the party or decline to be its representa­ 
tive. 
“It is not surprising then, in view of 
these facts, that many men who made 
these pledges prior to the action of the 
state and county conventions have vol­ 
untarily and with a frankness which 
marks them as men of a high sense of 
honor, asked to be released from these 
promises. Indeed, honorable men could 
not consistently do otherwise, and the 
only surprise is that either of the men to 
whom these pledges were made should 
now expect or demand that they be 
kept. Every 
individual 
who 
thus 
pledged himself has, since doing so, been 
informed by state and county conven­ 
tions that his people desire and demand 
that he support Senotor Hanna and no 
other, and thns every one of them is not 
only 
justified in withdrawing that 
pledge, but is in duty bound to do so. *

Tribesmen Mad Over Burning 
of Two Indians. 


TORTURED TO DEATH BY A MOB. 


Chn Angrjr N fltlr n H unting For Four 
More o f th e Tribe to Barn Them at 
the 
Stake — Had 
M urdered a W hite 
W om an—G reat E xcitem ent. 


Mi s so u r i?, I. T., Jan. IO.—An alarm­ 
ing state of riot prevails in the Semi­ 
nole nation ana unless immediate steps 
are taken by the United States authori­ 
ties a bloody Indian uprising may re­ 
sult. 
This is on account of the burning of 
two Indians by whites for the murder 
and outrage of Mrs. Simmons. 
All the authorities here recognize that 
the situation is nearer bordering upon a 
dangerous Indian uprising than any in 
recent years and are taking prompt 
measures to quell it. 
The mob is scouring the country for 
four more Indians, to also baru them. 
The crime which led to tile burning 
of the two men w a s committed on last 
Thursday. Markus McGeisey was the 
owner of some property. On his land 
lived a white family limned Simmons. 
During the absence* of tho husband on 
Thursday MeGc isey went to the Sim­ 
mons cabin and murdered Mrs. Sim­ 
mons. 
Her four children watched the 
body, which lay out in the yard, until 
drive'll into the* house by the cold. Hogs 
them almost devoured it. 
The news of the murder spread rap­ 
idly and the whole populace for 20 miles 
around was aroused. About 20 Indians 
were arrested. The oldest child told the 
crowd that McGeisey was the guilty 
man, and a posse of 20 determined men 
went to arrest him. Simmons was at 
MeGeisey’s home when the posse ar­ 
rived, and both wTere taken into custody. 
A rope was procured and the prisoners 
were strung up by the neck. On boing 
let down and given an opportunity to 
talk, both confessed to the crime and 
named four others who they declared 
were equally guilty. It developed that 
the Indians desired to get rid of certain 
white settlers, and that McGeisey had 
been hired to do the murder. 
The victims were chained to an oak 
tree. Fence rails and dry wood was 
then piled high above them, aud in a 
few minutes the Indians were wrapped 
in nulling flames while the timbers 
crackled beneath their feet. Never a 
word did the Indians utter while being 
roasted alive. 
They apparently saw 
that they were powerless to resist and 
endured their fate like stoics.

Rut he in 
whom God lived was too larg* for any 
one class or tribe or nation. Jesus came 
to fill a position which no human being 
had ever conceived of or taken into con • 
aid oration. 
"The mother of John wanted her 
sons by the side of the Master, the one 
on his right and the other on his left, 
when he came into his kingdom. 
Her 
thought was of a kingdom on earth with 
all its attendant glories and honors. His 
kingdom was not of this earth. 
"God has given us minds and powers 
by and through which we can go down 
beneath the surface and dig out glori­ 
ous truths and principles. You are in­ 
spired by a sermon or by the portrayal 
of God’s love. 
You are wonderfully 
impressed by reading the wonderful 
words of Paul. But if you stop at this, 
it is worse than nothing to you. You 
have simply taken the key in your hand 
for a moment and have not attempted to 
open the door which leads into the won­ 
derful kingdom of God’s love, wherein 
is contained so much of glory and truth 
aud grandeur, all of which are to be 
yours if you will but persevere and 
make proper research. God in you! 
Isn't it a wonderful thought? 
The 
mystery of Gethsemane and of the 
crucifixion ; of Christ’s words upon the 
cross, as the spear pierced the bruised 
side of the Savior and brought forth 
blood and water; ‘Father forgive them, 
for they know not what they do,’ is as 
nothing to me compared with the thought 
of how God enters into a depraved and 
sinful human heart and purifies and 
cleanses it and makes that poor sinner’s 
life pure and clean. Oh I mystery of 
mysteries-—God within you; in your 
everyday walk, life and action, blessing 
your fellow men. Remember this, men, 
that you can have God with you all the 
time, on the street, in the workshop, in 
your office,in your heart and life, ‘which 
is Christ in you, the hope of glory.’ ”

as his subject the thirteenth chapter of 
Revelations, and he had the earnest at­ 
tention of his hearers from start to 
finish. He gave a description of the 
"beast” as it came up out of the sea, as 
described in John’s vision on the isle of 
Patmos, and spoke of it as the "papal 
power or Romish chnrch, having seven 
heads and ten horns, the same as the 
old ‘dragon,’ or pagan power. Five 
forms of government have passed away, 
one now is and one is yet to come. The 
‘beast’ is now even uglier than was the 
old ‘dragon.’ The old Bible version 
speaks of ‘beasts’ in connection with 
heavenly things; the new version terms 
this an error in translation and speaks 
of them as ‘living creatures.’ And now 
comes the 'blasphemous’ power, or Im­ 
perial Rome, which made the accusation 
that Jesus blasphemed, in that he made 
himself co-equal with God. When they 
crucified the Redeemer of the world 
they placed above his head, in Hebrew, 
Latin and Greek, ‘King of the Jews.’

"The 'beast’ rises from a tumultuous 


sea in the presence of John. Imperial 
Rome had received an almost fatal 
wonnd, and the wonder of the world 
was that she ever recovered from it. 
Truly she then lived in the midst of a 
tumultuous sea and arose therefrom. 
About the year 486 or 487, Rome was 
almost swept from the face of the earth. 
Prophecy was being fulfilled, however, 
and the time for the destruction of Rome 
had not vet arrived. 
"W e do not deal with guess work or 
surmises, but take prophecy as our im­ 
pregnable base of operations. 
The 
prophet predicted the destruction of 
Tyre, Babylon and Jerusalem, and this 
prophecy was fulfilled to th e o ry letter. 
Rome was almost destroyed, but again 
became imperial Rome; her time had 
not yet come. 
With this resurrection 
of power, Rome became the home of 
papacy. The pope’s power became ab 
solute and he alone declared who should 
be emperor;and this power continued. 
in the Romish chnrch for 1,260 years 
Napoleon, Charlemagne and other great 
warriors and personages were crowned 
by the pope of Rome. 
Spiritual and. 
temporal power were alike claimed by 
the pope, even to the forgivenessof sins 
making himself equal with God. Surely 
the day of blasphemy was at hand The 
pope attempted to usurp the authority 
and power of tho only living and true 
God, and dared to proclaim himself in 
fallible. 
"W hat about the ten powers? Why, 
they still continue in existence, and will 
oontinne to exist until God sees fit to 
destroy them or use them for his own 
wise purposes. 
Why have not France, 
Germany.Spain, Great Britain and other 
powers been destroyed in the awful con 
flicts through which they have been 
forced to pass? Let me tell yon, simply

It is not a 
great and mighty beast, like unto that 
of the terrible papal power of Rome; it 
has the form of the leopard, and again 
is like unto the bear and even assurd es 
lamblike qualities. 'W hat does this re­ 
present,’ you say? 
Let me tell yon 
These two horns represent England and 
Scotland. King Henry the Eighth was 
cursed by the pope. 
Why? 
Because 
he was divorced from Catherine. 
He 
wanted the pope to grant him a divorce 
bot this was denied him, as divorces are 
not permitted by the Roman Catholic 
chnrch. Let me say right here, that 
this is a grand feature in the Catholic 
church, and further state that this same 
Roman Catholic church has many good 
features connected therewith. 
"Kitig Henry decided that he woulcl 
defy the pope and depart from the 
Roman Catholic church, and form 
church of his own, having many forms 
of the old church or religion, but per 
mitting divorces in connection there 
with. But mark this, that no man who 
did not have the mark of the episcopacy 
upon him dared preach the gospel, unless 
by the permission of the King. It was 
the union of the church and the state; 
the rectors being paid out of the tithes 
paid by the people. 
"But you ask me about the fire com­ 
ing down from heaven. 
Was this done 
in the time of King James? Most as 
snredly it was. 
What is this fire? 
Nothing more nor less than the word of 
God, the blessed Bible. King James 
liberated the grand old B ook o f B ooks. 
and gave it to the common people—to 
the masses. God bless the Episcopal 
chnrch for this one glorious feature. 
"The fulfillment of prophecy will as 
surely come, as given in the Book of 
Books, as that prophecies of the past 
have been realized. Yon have a cordial 
invitation to be present on next Lord’s 
day, when the topic will be continued.”

TRUTH AND HONOR. 
They are flood words, and when car­ 
ried into practical action in life, they 
embody principles which come in close 
contact with all that is clean, pare and 
holy. 
A promise should be sacred. 
Pledged word should never be broken. 
The curse of political life rests in the 
thought, common to pot-house polit!* 
dans, that "all is fair in politics.*' The 
man who will lie about political matter*, 
will resort to tho same dishonorable 
prac ice in business life and other rela­ 
tions. The man who is dishonest rn 
politics will be dishonest elsewhere. A 
true and honorable man will be just as 
honorable in politics as he is else­ 
where. It is not a question of surround­ 
ings, but a question of principle. 
When 
yon note that a politician lies like a 
cracker jack, keep your eyes open when 
you have business dealings with the 
fellow, as he will lie just as readily in 
the latter avenue as in the former, if he 
imagines that he can accomplish his pur­ 
pose and at the same time hoodwink 
yon. Representatives at Columbus are 
supposed to be men of honor; men of 
probity and good character; men who 
will keep pledges solemnly 
made to 
constituents. Farther than this, they 
are forced to recognize the fact thnt 
they are not, in the trne sense of the 
word, representatives of the people when 
they fail to keep the pledges made to 
the people. In other words, had the 
voters known that they were unreliable 
and untrustworthy, and not to be de­ 
pended upon in the carrying out of the 
expressed wishes of their constituents, 
they would not have been placed in the 
positions they now occupy.

INDIANS AS LOGGERS. 


Ad E x p erim en t W h ich th e G overn m ent 
Wi l l T ry In W isconsin. 
The government is about to make the 
experiment of making loggers out of its 
Indian wards on reservations in north­ 
ern Minnesota. 
The plan is that contracts for cutting 
dead and fallen timber on the White 
Earth and W inuibigoabish reservations 
will be let to the Indians themselves 
and no others. The Indian must contract 
for the sale of the lumber at a certain 
price per thousand, delivered on the 
cank of a lake or stream. Fifteen per 
cent of the sale price will be deducted 
for the tribe in payment for stumpago, 
and the remainder will go to the con­ 
tractor. In case the Indian has not suffi­ 
cient money with which to purchase a 
camp outfit, provision is made tor ad­ 
vancing the necessary amount, either by 
the government or the purchaser of the 
logs. 
Itisexpected that between 15,000,000 
aud 20,000,000 feet will be cut in the 
Winuibigoshisb reservation during the 
coming winter aud a total of about 60,- 
000,000 feet on that and the neighbor 
mg reservations.—boston Herald.

A BEAUTIFUL CITY. 


SO B R U S S E L S IS CHARACTERIZED BY 


AN AMERICAN TO U RIST. 


Brussels is a beautiful city And ow.* 
its beauty hi a large measure to tbs 
good sense and publio spirit of its citi­ 
zens or a ruling king who rules in ti* 
interest of the people. 
One good thing comes of a fortified 
city, or at least has come to Paris aud 
Brussels, and that is when by expansion 
it bas become necessary to tear down 
the fortification it has left the boule­ 
vard. Brussels is now about three times 
as large as the original walled city, aud 
this boulevard forms a broad stnel 
around between the center and the out­ 
side from 200 to 800 feet wide. It ia 
more than a street or avenue; it i« a 
street and a park. It goes by different 
names at different parts, and Boulevard 
Waterloo—-the widest—is first a side­ 
walk, then a paved street perhaps 15 
feet wide for business purposes, then 
ground with two rows of trees, 80 feet 
wide, for horseback riding, then 40 feet 
or so of asphalt or macadam for car­ 
riages, then 80 feet (at a guess) with 
four rows of trees for pedestrians, with 
seats for resting; then another paved 
street for business and street cars, aud, 
lastly, the other sidewalk. At different 
places are booths for selling papers, etc., 
waiting rooms for the street car service 
and public conveniences. Through tbs 
town there are two broad avenues aud 
many outside, like the Avenue Louise, 
] which leads out to the Bois, and, lik« 
the boulevard, bas the same com bas­ 
tion—part street aud part park of itself. 
The other streets are neither wide nor 
straight, but cool in a hot day and like­ 
ly warm in winter. 
The buildings are not whole blocks 
from street to street as in Paris, each 
separate house or store varyiug some­ 
what one from the other, but they are 
all in a locality or block about of the 
same height aud degree of finish-all 
kept clean and bright—the telegraph 
aud telephone wires all over the top# 
strung from roof to roof and the whole 
city supplied with street car service 
One of the lines is supplied with cars 
that roo on the track where there is a 
track aud turn out on the pavemeul 
where there is Done. This is done by 
using common omnibus wheels for the 
carriage aud two leading wheels which 
drop into the grooves in the rails— 
when in line—which keeps the car on 
all right. 
By custom, law or common 
sense none of the carriages bas tires 
less than about two inches wide, so 
that the ground rail does nolf interfere 
at all with the common street traffic. 
The king, either by his power or influ­ 
ence, sees to it that the companies give 
the worth of the money. The fares are 
very low—only a cent for short ride#, 
varying according to the distance—and 
the companies are no doubt managed on 
economical linea 
As an example, (La 
tickets or receipts are printed on paper 
aud aro canceled by the conductor tear­ 
ing off the corner. How simple com­ 
pared with the thick ticket and punch I 
The street cars, or tram cars, have inapt 
of the route over which they travel 
posted so one who can follow a map 
can see where the special line he is on 
goes, what main streets it crosses and 
where it connects with other lines. 
Probably nothing hasbeen said about 
Brusst Is fo r the last 300 years that did 
not include the Hotel de V Hie, or town 
hail, with its openwork spire. Inside it 
is a museum, with many curiosities aud 
noted paintings. Surrounding it and 
throughout the old part of the town 
there are many ancient Flemish build 
ings, and in the new part is the H a ll of 
Justice, one of the largest buildings in 
the world, if not the very largest, if 
is larger (ban St. Peter’s, and though 
Philadelphia claims to have the largest 
this is 500 by OOO and 400 feet high, as 
against the Philadelphia structure’s 460 
feet square by the same height, and the 
Philadelphia building has a large open 
court, which the Brussels Hall of Justice 
has not. Anyway there is an awful lot 
of stone and architecture about it. 
I do not know whether they deal oui 
justice on the same scale as the build­ 
ing, but the affairs of the city seem to 
be well managed, and one would think, 
from the talk of the people, that the 
king bas a good deal to do with it He 
is greatly lilied, is around the street# 
and in the exhibition every day aud 
stops to talk to the exhibitors and work­ 
men. We had the honor of meeting him 
tw 0 or three times. He was going one 
way in the aisles of the exhibition and 
in the street, and we were going th* 
other.

to vote for Governor Bushnell for the 
senate. It is known that in a number 
of cases agreements of this kind were 
made in March and April, long prior to 
the meeting of the state and county con­ 
ventions, which when held declared 
unanimously for Senator Hanna. That 
the existence of thirst! pledges thus be­ 
came a matter of temporary embarrass­ 
ment to the men who had made them 
without the knowledge that the conven­ 
tions would declare for auy individual 
goes without saying, but that their ftr.it 
duty after accepting a nomination and 
election under tiles© circumstances was 
to withdraw their pledges made before 
these new conditions are equally ap­ 
parent. 
“Those pledges were made upon the 
snpjwisition that the election of senator 
would follow the usual course and that 
each member would be entirely free to 
vote for such individual candidate as 
his judgment might dictate. When it 
developed later, however, that both the 
state and county conventions declared 
unequivocally for a single individual, 
the men accepting nominations under 
those conditions were plats si in an en­ 
tirely new ignition. Their first duty as 
Republicans was to obey the mandate of 
the party or decline to be its repnaenta- 
tive. 
“It is not surprising then, in view of 
these facts, that mony men who made 
thitte pledges prior to the action of the 
state and county conventions have vol­ 
untarily and with a frankness which 
marks them as men of a high sense of 
honor, asked to be released from these 
promises. Indeed, honorable men could 
not consistently do otherwise, and the 
only surprise is that either of the men to 
whom these pledges were made should 
now expect or demand that they be 
kept.

Tribesmen Mad Over Burning 
of Two Indians. 


TORTURED TO DEATH BT A HOB. 


IIM A ngry Settler* H unting For Font 


More o f tko Tribe to Burn Them ni

Muskogee, I. T., Jan. IO.—An alarm­ 
ing state of riot prevails in the Semi­ 
nole nation ana unless immediate steps 
are taken by the United States authori­ 
ties a bloody Indian uprising may re­ 
sult. 
This is on account of the burning of 
two Indians by whites for the murder 
and outrage of Mrs. Simmons. 
All the authorities here recognize that 
the situation is nearer bordering upon a 
dangerous Indian uprising than any in 
recent years aud an; taking prompt 
measures to quell it. 
Tin* mob is scouring the country for 
tour mon* Indian*, to also burn them. 
The crime which led to the burning 
of the two mem was committed on last 
Thursday. Markus MoGeisey was the 
owner of some property. On his land 
lived a white family named Simmons. 
During the absence of the husband on 
Thursday MoGeisey went to the Sim- 
moils cabin and murdered Mrs. Sim­ 
mons. 
Her four children watched the 
boily, which lay out in the yard, until 
driven into the house by the cold. Hogs 
then almost devoured it. 
The news of the murder spread rap­ 
idly and the whole populace for 80 miles 
around was aroused. About 20 Indians 
were arrested. The oldest child told the 
crowd that MoGeisey was the guilty 
man, and a posse of 20 determined men 
went to arrest him. Simmons was at 
McGeisey’s home when the posse ar­ 
rived, and both were taken into custody. 
A rope* was procured aud the prisoners 
were strung up by the neck. On being 
let down and given an opportunity to 
talk, both confessed to the crime and 
named four others who they declared 
were equally guilty. It developed that 
the Indians desired to get rid of certain 
white settlers, and that McGeisey had 
been hired to do the murder. 
The victims were chained to an oak 
tree. Fence rails aud dry wood was 
then piled high above them, and in a 
few minutes the Indians wive wrapped 
in roaring flames while the tim beni 
(Tackled beneath their feet. Never a 
word did the Indians utter while being 
roa&Kd alive. 
They apparently saw 
that they wert? powerless to resist and 
endured their fate like stoics.

The 
motion is foredoomed to defeat, so that 
the present contributions to the litera­ 
ture of this vexed question will eventu­ 
ate in nothing. The debate, however, 
has served to define the position of the 
members. The debate has proven that 
comparative few of the enemies of the 
system are willing to go to the length of 
voting for the repeal of the law. 
It is claimed that a preliminary can­ 
vass of the Republicans of the house has 
developed over IOO on the side who are 
willing to vote for a modification of the 
law. If with those could be combined 
th*- Democratic opponents of the law, 
many of whom are against the cuitire 
law aud desire to sin* it wiped off the 
statute books, they could probably com­ 
mand a majority.

“God has given os minds and powers 
bJ and through which we can ga down 
beneath the surface and digoat glori­ 
ous truths and principles. Yon are in­ 
spired by a sermon or by the portrayal 
of God's love. 
You are wonderfullv 
impressed by reading the wonderful 
words of Paul. But if you stop at this, 
His worse than nothing to yon. Yon 
have simply taken the key iii your hand 
for a moment and have not attempted to 
open the door which leads into the won­ 
derful kingdom of God’s love, wherein 
is contained so much of glory and truth 
aud grandeur, all of which are to be 
yours if you will but persevere and 
make proper research.

sea in the presence of John. Imperial 
Rome had received an almost fatal 
wound, and the wonder of the world 
was that she ever recovered from it.

About the year 486 or 487, Rome was 
almost swept from the face of the earth.

The Indian m ust contract 
for the sale of the lum ber a t a certain 
price per thousand, delivered on the 
Lank of a lake or stream . 
F ifteen per 
cent of the sale price w ill be deducted 
for the tribe in paym ent for stum page, 
and the rem ainder w ill go to the con­ 
tractor. In case the Indian has not snffi- 
cient money w ith which to purchase a 
cam p outfit, provision is m ade tor ad 
vaucing the necessary am ount, eith er by 
the governm ent or the purchaser of tire 
logs. 
It is expected th a t between 16,000,000 
aud 20,000,000 feet w ill be cu t in the 
W inuibigoslnsb reservation during the 
com ing w in ter and a total of about 60,• 
000,000 feet on th a t and the neighbor 
lug reservations. — boston Herald.

A BEAUTIFUL CITY. 


80 BRUSSELS IS CHARACTERIZED BV 
AN AMERICAN TOURIST. 


Brussels is a beautiful city And own* 
its bcanty In a large measure to th* 
good sense and public spirit of its citi- 
lens or a ruling king who rules in the 
interest of the people. 
One good thing comet of a fortified 
city, or at least has come to Paris aud 
Brussels, and that is when by expansion 
it bas become necessary to tear down 
the fortification it has left tbe boule. 
yard. Brussels is now about three times 
ss large as the original walled city, aud 
this boulevard forms a broad street 
around between tbe center and the out­ 
side from 800 to 800 feet wida It ii 
more than a street or avenue; It is a 
street and n park. It goes by different 
names at different parts, and Boulevard 
Waterloo—tbe widest—is first a side- 
walk, then a pared street perhaps is 
feet wide for business purposes, then 
ground with two rows of trees, SO feet 
wide, for horseback riding, then 40 feel 
or so of asphalt or macadam for car­ 
riages, then 80 feet (at a guess) with 
four rows of trees for pedestrians, with 
seats for resting; then another pared 
street for business and street oars, and, 
lastly, tbe other sidewalk. At different 
places are booths for selling papers, etc., 
waiting rooms for tbe street car service 
and public conveniences. Through the 
town there are two broad avenoee end 
many outside, like the Avenue Louise, 
which leads out to tbe Bois, and, like 
tbe boulevard, bas tbe same combina­ 
tion—part street and part park of itself. 
The other streets are neither wide nor 
straight, bat cool in a hot day and like­ 
ly warm in winter. 
The buildings are not whole block* 
from street to street as in Paris, each 
separate house or store varying some­ 
what one from tbe other, but they are 
all in a locality or block about of the 
same height aud degree of finish—all 
kept clean and bright—tbe telegraph 
aud telephone wires all over the top* 
strung from roof to roof and the whole 
oity supplied with street car service 
One of tbe lines is supplied with car* 
that run on tbe track where there is a 
track and turn out on tbe pavement 
where there is none. This is done by 
nsiug common omuibns wheels for th* 
carriage aud two leading wheels which 
drop into the grooves in the rails— 
when in line—which keeps the car on 
all right. 
By custom, law or common 
sense none of tbe carriages bas tires 
less than alout two inches wide, so 
that the ground rail does no#interfere 
at all with the common street traffic. 
Tbe king, either by bis power or influ­ 
ence, sees to it that the companies give 
the worth of the money. The fares ars 
very low -only a cent for short rides, 
varying according to the distance—and 
the companies are no doubt managed on 
economical linen 
As un example, ti. J 
tickets or receipts are printed on paper 
aud are canceled by the conductor tear­ 
ing off tbe corner. How simple com 
pared with the thick ticket aud punch I 
The street cars, or tram cars, have map* 
of the route over which they trave) 
posted so one who can follow a map 
can see where the special line he is od 
goes, what main streets it crosses aud 
where it connects with other lines. 
Probably nothing has been said about 
Bruet* Is for the last 800 years that did 
not include the Hotel de Ville, or town 
hull, with its openwork spire. Inside ii 
is a museum, with many curiosities aud 
noted paintings. Surrounding it and 
throughout the old part of tho town 
there are many ancient Flemish build 
lugs, and in tbe new part is the Hall of 
Justice, one of the largest buildings in 
the world, if not the very largest, ll 
is larger Jban S t Peter's, and though 
Philadelphia claims to have tbe largest 
this is AUO by OOO and 400 feet high, ai 
against tbe Philadelphia structure’s IOO 
feet square by tbe same height, aud lh* 
Philadelphia building has a large epeo 
court, which the Brussels Hall of Jostles 
bas not. Any wa y there is sn awful lot 
of stone and architecture about it. 
I do not know whether they deal oui 
justice on the same scale as the build­ 
ing, tn t the affairs of the city seem to 
be well manuged, and one would think, 
from the talk of tbe people, that the 
king bas a good deal to do with it He 
is greatly li*ed, is around tbe street# 
and in tbe exhibition every day aud 
stops to u lk to the exhibitors and work­ 
men. We htu tbe honor of meeting him 
two or three times. He was going one 
way in the aisles of tbe exhibition aud 
in tbe street, and we were going tbs 
other. "Long live the king!"—J din B 
bweet in American Machinist.
